wid and redreſt by ſuch as are complain'd. againſt, or by thoſe as may beGuilty cf the ſame 
imes in other Offices ; it having been of late ſeen, that the Complainants have beea by 
ſe Witneſſes, for promiſes of Reward, confronted, and thereby rejettea. and ſome o? 
23 ttarved, or ruined, and in danger of being murthered; and the Offencers thereb7 
couraged, 
And to conſider the great Diſtreſs the Pcopte of England many Years paſt, and ſtill &v 
2our under, by not having ſuch a Committee, to whom the People may without charge 
ply themſelves - 2nd that for want thereof many Abuſes in the Government have not 
cti inſpe&ed, znd the Offenders deteted; and which would not ouly do the People Juſtice 
giving them their Right herein, but it world alſo be a great Eaſe to the Houſe of Com- 
- ons, inthe preventing of many frivilous Petitions, which the whole Houſe is now fo often 
- oubled with, which cauſes ſo many Committees on purpoſe to hear particular Grievances, 
f> the Subjet of rhe charge of getting Commitrecs together, and of Clerks Fees, which 
oftentiracs roo heavy for their Pockets , and infallibly prevent the mutinous appearing of 
many perſons at the Parliament Door, which looks more like a Mob than petitioning, 
And contideriag how earneſt and willing Gentlemen are to take the greet trouble and care 
10n them to be the Peoples Repreſentatives, and what Promiſes they make when they are 
oſen, and how the Eyes of the Nation is'fo much fixed on the enſving Parliament at this 
ature of time, in which che People's good is ſo much de ding, ſurely it can no ways be 
bred, but their Repreſentatives will anſwer their Ex tions herein, and with all Can- 
Yr hear their Grievances, and promote ſuch Bills as make for the Peoples good. ..- 
Humbly putting you in mind of two Bills (which to the Everlaſting Praiſe of the moſt 
lonourable Houſe of Peers) was ſerit gown by them to the Houſe of Commons the laſt Seſſi- 
n, and to the great gricf of many good men, by them rejected. 
The one was for ſhortning Suits in Law and Equity, the length of v ſuch a bur-

The other was intituled Solent and Jſolvent, by which the Solvent wk !yc inPriſon, and 
re able to pay their Debts, or by,their Eſtates able to make ſatisfaQtion to their Creditors, 
- 10nld he compelled thereunto, and the Iaſolvent, who are, not able to pay their Debts, or 
y their Eſtates could not make ſatisfaQion to their Crone. ſhould not lye in Priſon and 
eriſh, with ſuch Cantions and Reftrictions in the ſaid Biltexpreſſed,chat the Creditor could

Twas under prercnce of King Cyarlzs's denyiny, the People theirRights of I'ticment,and 
not hearing the Peoples Complaints, and redreſſing Gz jev2:1ces, that Aris as tic ip a- 
gainſt him, and cauſed ſome of his SubjeRts to conſcnt ro his Mc: ther,vy which Kiwi Cows 
the *ccond was fo long kept ont of the Throuc. 

Twas by Invading the Peoplcs Right, and nor doing them Juſtice, Ring Zames the Co- 
cond was Abdicated. | 

Twas by Clive! Crome'ls pretending to hear the Proples Grizvances, wil proming'y Ie 
ſtice ro be Adminiſtred to all Men, he Uſurped the Power of a Protceicr, 

T was by his heating the meaneſt Man's Compiainr, tho ag;unit tre creo ft MeiPers of | 
State, and keeping them from imbezling the Nations Treaſtire; and when fo 117 ind way 
any tor Evil Practiſes, he ncver ſuffered them to go unprnttiticcdly ©: tC k 3251 Le PET 
placcs, by which he want2d not Mony to carry ou his Doi, wikk coun dias UE rpins 

o2wcr tolaſt ro his Livcs end. 

Twas by his preferring Mn for their Merits, and! not for Favour, Aﬀeciic.a, or 319» 
ney, that made tis Officers true to him, 

Twas by hearing the Complaints of the meaneſt Suldicr and Scamen ugato;t ti.ci fi ope- 
ricur Officers (if Juſt) and paying them well, that made his Sorldiers and Scamen taps by 
him, that with a handful of Men he made the World dread him. 

Twas his not. heaping up the Nations Treaſure, to cxalt his own Family, that cavſ:d fo 
many of the Nation to lore and ſtand by him, and that which makes liis Gove! rmecc fo 
much talked of, now we are under the beſt of Kings, is cccaſioned by not prniihing OZcnd+ 
ers, who waſtc the Nations Subſtance, and defraud the King. 

Twas his fubdving the Corruption of the Lawyers, and cauſing the Poor Mans Care 
to he heard, as well as the Rich, and bringing our Laws as well as our Relizicn tato cur 
own Mother Tongue, by which the Pcople could not be ruined by whole tale, that cauſca 
the meaneſt ſort to love kim. 

Twas Admiral Blakes doing Juſtice to the Seamen, and loving them, and not Rrdying 
his own intereſt, that ro Englard's Glory, with a ſmall Fleet he Commanded tie Seas, 
"and to his praiſe be it ſpoken, when he cied (though a Fruzul Man) he leit his Exccutor 
but 13c00, beſides his Paternal Eſte. 

Twas by the Lord Chancellor Jeffreys ſhortning Cauſes in 1.aw ard Fovity, and by Cor: 
reAing the Evil Practices of Attorneys, Sollicitors, and Baylifis, that he has wipce cf the . 
ſtain of his Failings, for which the Mobb was like to Mutther him, ard is new 7 mi.ch 
applauded for what he did when he was Chancellor. 

So that ſome who were good Men, and ated good things for the Government, under a 
bad Government, and thereby eſteemed for their good Acions, ome of ther, 5:d fome 
of their Children, ſince we have been under a good Government and the beit cf Kings, 
by aQting, bad things, have made themſelves of no eſtcen.. 

The mentioning of all which, is not to vindicate any Uſurping Power hut to excite ſuch 
as are under a Lawful Government, and the belt of Princes, in good Acions, and making 
good Laws, to out-doc them that ated under an Uſurpiae Power. 

To Conchude, By doing Juſtice to ali Men, hearing the Complaints of the Oxpreſſee,and 
redreſſing, their Grievances, puniſhing Offenders, making Law-Svits ſtort anc calic, where- 
by the Poor may have Right done them as well as the Rich, is thar whi-i aicae can wake 
the Government laſting, and the People happy; and wil: certainly brig Gud's Bleffing 
upon our Repreſenratives, and People whom they do preſcar ; aud make our Childrey's 
hildren praiſe God that ſuch a Parliament ever did Sit.
